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Bosses apologise as birth service remains closed 


HEALTH bosses have apologised 
for any inconvenience caused af¬ 
ter announcing birthing services at 
Oswestry’s maternity unit are to re¬ 
main closed until June 17. 

The birthing services at the unit 
have been hit by a series of tempo¬ 
rary closures over the last 12 months. 

The services were due to resume 
last weekend after a four-week clo¬ 


sure but bosses have now announced 
they will remain unavailable for a 
further four weeks. 

Inpatient services at Midwife Led 
Units (MLU) at Bridgnorth and 
Ludlow will also be temporarily sus¬ 
pended. 

The units will remain open be¬ 
tween 8am and 8pm for antenatal 
and postnatal services. 


Women booked to give birth at 
Oswestry, Ludlow or Bridgnorth 
MLU will be offered a birth at either 
Shrewsbury or Wrekin MLU or the 
consultant-led unit at the Princess 
Royal Hospital in Telford or they may 
choose the option of a home birth. 

Sarah Jamieson, head of midwifery 
at Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust, said: “Unfortunately the 


issues which have been affecting our 
maternity service continue. 

“With over 98 per cent of our 
women giving birth away from our 
MLUs, we are having to deploy our 
midwives where our mothers are 
choosing to be and ensure that our 
consultant led unit is appropriately 
staffed. 

“I must again reiterate that deci¬ 


sions over staffing are made purely 
on the basis of safety. 

“The safety of women and babies 
using our maternity services has 
been, and always will be, our number 
one priority.” 

She added: “I would like to apolo¬ 
gise for any inconvenience that this 
may cause.” 


HOSPITAL TRAM 
PLAN WELCOMED

PLANS to open a £1 million 
tram service to link Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital with 
Gobowen Railway Station 
have been welcomed. 

The plans have been unveiled by 
members of the Cambrian Heritage 
Railways group who re¬ 
vealed this week that 
they had a potential op¬ 
erator lined up to run the 
service. 

Although the group’s long 
term ambition is still to reopen 
a rail line from the mainline sta¬ 
tion at Gobowen to Oswestry, 
the organisation says the hospi¬ 
tal tram link plan is an achieva¬ 
ble short term goal. 

The tram itself would be provided by the op¬ 
erator and the cost would be covered by passen¬ 
gers’ fares. The plans were this week welcomed 
by Councillor Mark Jones, who represents 
Gobowen, Selattyn and Weston Rhyn on Shrop¬ 
shire Council. 

He said: “It is a very interesting idea and 
there are certainly hundreds of staff, patients 
and visitors who travel to the hospital in cars or 
taxis every day.” 

And the tram link proposal was also welcomed 
by Mark Brandreth, the hospital’s chief execu¬ 
tive. He said: “I’d definitely welcome this tram 
service and I’m keen to hear how these plans 
progress. 

“Patients, visitors and staff come to RJAH 
from far and wide, many relying on the train 
station to get here, and this would certainly 
make their lives easier. 

“As it stands, Gobowen Station to the hospi¬ 
tal is a good mile-and-a-half walk - which isn’t 
practical or even doable for all, or it means book¬ 
ing a taxi.”

Organisers have revealed they are in 
talks with other towns in Britain to run 
similar projects. 

The Oswestry shop held a coffee morn¬ 
ing to encourage people to find out more 
about its work during mental health 
awareness week. Among those attending 
were Oswestry Mayor Sandy Best and 
Councillor Mike Isherwood. 

Catherine Wilkes from Designs in Mind 
said: “Opening our shop on Cross Street 
has been amazing. We are talking to 
places around the country about opening 
more. But we have to prove that it works. 

“We have taken out a six-year lease, 
and if we can get the lease paid for it 
means that everything we earn from the 
shop can fund the work in the commu¬ 
nity and the studio to make our vision for 
mental health support a reality.

Signs damaged as 'to T 
or not to T' row returns

VANDALS have damaged more 
than a dozen road signs in and 
around a village near Oswestry in 
the re-emergence of a row about 
its spelling. 

Llansantffraid was traditionally 
spelt with a ‘t’ until linguists success¬ 
fully lobbied for it to be removed. 

Four years ago a public referendum in 
the village led to Powys County Council 
re-instating the ‘t’ and putting up new road 
signs. 

But now these have been attacked with 
the letter burnt out. 

Police are investigat¬ 
ing the attacks, thought 
to have taken place over¬ 
night on Tuesday last 
week. 

County Councillor 
Gwynfor Thomas said it 
looked like a blow torch 
had been used to deface the signs at the 
entrances to the village and along the main 
Oswestry to Llansantffraid road. 

“Direction signs have also been attacked 
at Llynclys and Llanyblodwel,” he said. 

“It is so frustrating. We have just formed 
a committee to look at entering the village 
of the year committee next year and now 
this happens.” 

Councillor Thomas, 53, said he had spelt 
Llansantffraid with a ‘t’ his whole life. 

He said: “Somewhere along the line the 
‘t’ disappeared and when I was elected onto 
the council it was with a mandate to have 
the ‘t’ re-instated. We had a referendum in 
the village and the vast majority of people 
voted to bring it back. The council changed 
the signs to reflect this and now they have 
been vandalised. 

“The police are investigating the damage 
and hopefully will find the culprits. Their 
actions are childish and immature and ac¬ 
tually achieve nothing.” 

The village was originally named 
Llansanffraid-ym-Mechain, which means 
“Church of Saint Bride” after the Celtic fe¬ 
male Saint Brigit. The name was changed 
to Llansantffraid. But this upset people 
who say this implies the saint was male.

Housing scheme opens again after renovation

YOUNG people are returning to live in a 
vital housing scheme after an extensive 
renovation. 

New Century Court in Oswestry, which 
offers a home for homeless and vulnerable 
young people, was saved from permanent 
closure by Shropshire Towns and Rural 
Housing last year. 

It has now reopened after a major refur¬ 
bishment which has included new flooring, 
redecoration, new kitchen and bathrooms 
as well as fixtures, fittings and furniture for 


each room. The complex in Victoria Street 
provides accommodation with support for 
young people aged 16-25. There are 11 bed¬ 
rooms, a crash pad, a training flat where 
residents learn to adjust to life on their 
own, a communal lounge, shared kitchen, a 
training and meeting room and a computer 
and study room as well as staff offices and a 
communal garden. 

Lee Chapman, Shropshire Council cabi¬ 
net member responsible for housing, said: 
“The re-opening of New Century Court is 


fantastic news for vulnerable and homeless 
young people in Shropshire. 

“I’m very pleased with the refurbish¬ 
ment. It has given the site a real lift and 
will allow STAR Housing and Shropshire 
Council to continue to provide a quality and 
much needed service to young people who 
need support, at New Century Court. 

“The goal is for young people to gain the 
skills and confidence to move on from the 
service and live happy, healthy lives and go 
on and thrive in all they do.”

Village shop is set to close its doors

RAIL enthusiasts have revealed 
plans for a tram service to shuttle 
visitors and staff from Oswest¬ 
ry Orthopaedic Hospital to the 
nearby village of Gobowen. 

The plan has been revealed by Cam¬ 
brian Heritage Railway volunteers. 

The group’s long held ambition is to re¬ 
open the railway line from Gobowen, which 
has a station on the national rail network, 
to Oswestry. 

But they say in the short term their am¬ 
bition is to install a tram service between 
Gobowen and the orthopaedic hospital. 

Speaking to the Chronicle’s sister paper 
Shropshire Weekly, Roger Date from the 
railway group said: “The tram will be 
a model for the future. It will be much 
quicker than taking the bus - by the time 
passengers have sat down it will be time to 
get off again - and it will be a shuttle so it 
will keep going backwards and forwards.” 

An operator has been identified for the 
tram, which would be similar to the shuttle 
running between stations in Stourbridge. 

If a fraction of the 5,000 people entering 
and leaving the hospital each day use the 
service it could become profitable. It will 
be direct, easy, and, Mr Date and his team 
believe, could ease parking pressures at the 
hospital. 

Sheila Dee, community rail officer for 
the Chester-Shrewsbury Rail Partnership, 
thinks the idea is the answer to a host of 
problems for some people going between 
Gobowen and the hospital. 

She said: “It’s about a 25-minute walk, 
which isn’t possible for people who are el¬ 
derly or infirm, but they have few public 
transport links. This is a lower cost than a 
normal train, and it can only see the con¬ 
gestion being eased.” 

She said the move would also tie in with 
ongoing plans to improve Gobowen Railway 
Station. She said: “The potential is enor¬ 
mous. There are less than 4,000 people in 
Gobowen but the footfall at this station is 
more than 220,000 people a year.”

A VILLAGE shop is closing af¬ 
ter plans to add a takeaway to the 
premises were scuppered. 

The Knockin Shop in the village 
of Knockin, near Oswestry, has 
been at the heart of the community 
for generations. When the current 
owner decided to sell, a new buyer 
was found on the condition that 
planning permission was granted for 
a fish and chip shop that would op¬ 


erate as part of the complex during 
the evening. 

The plans involved using the 
space that had been a hair salon to 
site the takeaway. 

After objections from nearby res¬ 
idents concerned about possible 
smells and litter, Shropshire Council 
refused planning permission. Now 
the shop will close on Thursday next 
week. 


The owner of the Knockin Shop 
was not available for comment. Local 
resident David Ward said it was a 
shame that villages such Knockin 
were losing their facilities. Mr 
Ward, a member of Oswestry Civic 
Society, said that in some areas the 
solution had been to take over shops 
that were closing and run them as 
community ventures, but said there 
wasn’t enough volunteers.

Teenage sex predator is 


mm locked up for offences

A TEENAGE sexual predator described by a judge as showing “plain 
arrogance” when he continued to offend despite having been quizzed 
by police has been locked up. 

Kieran Goodwin, 19, of Little Henfaes Drive, Welshpool, was also ordered to register as 
a sex offender for life after he admitted 32 offences including sexual activity with a child 
and causing a child to watch an indecent act. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands, sitting at Mold Crown Court, said the youth was a “hefty young 

man with a voracious appetite for illicit sex¬ 
ual activity with young girls.” He called the 
crimes appalling, while sentencing him to 
four years and three months. 

There were seven victims between May 
2016 and last September. 

Judge Rowlands told Goodwin: “Your 
behaviour was repeated and it had a very 
profound effect, not just upon the victims, 
but also their families.” The teenager had 
been interviewed by Dyfed-Powys Police of¬ 
ficers to start with in November 2016 about 
his behaviour towards a girl a few years 
younger than him. 

The judge said Goodwin had showed ar¬ 
rogance by ignoring the fact he had been 
interviewed and carried on. 

He told Goodwin: “Thereafter and show¬ 
ing plain arrogance and disregard for the 
feelings of others, you continued to seek out 
other young underage girls for sexual activ¬ 
ity.” Judge Rowlands told the court that it 
was “predatory” behaviour with Goodwin 
targeting young girls. 

Prosecutor John Philpotts said the youth 
had sent lewd snaps on social media, as well 
as having sex. The judge said schoolgirls 
had been “pressurised” by the defendant. 


Cigarette end 
leads to £75 fine 

A MOTORIST has been fined £75 after be¬ 
ing caught throwing a cigarette end from a 
car. 

Powys County Council’s waste awareness 
and enforcement team issued the fixed pen¬ 
alty notice after a senior council officer wit¬ 
nessed the incident and reported it. 

Now the council is warning all smokers 
to make sure they dispose of their cigarette 
ends properly using an ashtray or litter bin. 

The incident took place in late March 
when the motorist, from Newtown, threw 
the cigarette end from a car onto the A483. 

Councillor Phyl Davies, cabinet member 
for recycling and waste, said: “Littering is 
an unpleasant activity which impacts our 
communities and costs taxpayers’ money to 
clear up. 

“Smoking-related litter is one of the most 
prevalent types of litter.”

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Shortage of disability taxis 
'hitting wheelchair users'

A SHORTAGE of wheelchair accessible taxis is making life difficult 
for people with disabilities in Oswestry, it has been claimed. 

The nearest town to the regional Midland Centre for Spinal Injuries, Oswest¬ 
ry has a higher percentage than most of people who use wheelchairs. 

Yet, residents say, there are only a small number of wheelchair accessible taxis, par¬ 
ticularly for those who cannot transfer from their chairs to a car seat. David Shields has 

been in a wheelchair since a paragliding 
accident in Spain two years ago and spent 
nine months in the centre at Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital. 

Now living in the Transhouse accommo¬ 
dation in eastern Oswestry, Mr Shields, 49, 
says his independence has been taken from 
him because of a shortage of suitable taxis. 

“There are times when I am in such pain 
I cannot transfer from my chair and so I 
need an accessible vehicle that allows me 
to remain in it on the journey,” he said. He 
travels back to his home area of Liverpool 
and says once he gets to the train station at 
Gobowen he has no difficulties. 

“The only vehicles in which I don’t have 
to transfer are mini-buses and I am charged 
£10 a journey rather than the £5.60 that 
you would pay for an ordinary taxi,” he 
said. “Not only that but there are so few 
of them, particularly in the evening and at 
weekends, there are times when it is impos¬ 
sible for me to travel.” 

On one occasion he had to take a cab all 
the way to Liverpool for a meeting at a cost 
of £110. Mr Shields is now on the verge of 
getting his own specially adapted vehicle 
and is also hoping to move to Chester to be 
nearer his family. 

Claire Norris, independent living advisor 
for Transhouse, said the charity offered 
short to medium term accommodation and 
advocacy support for people with spinal 
cord injuries or physical disabilities. 

She said: “Transhouse accommodation 
offers clients an opportunity to develop 
social and independent living skills in an 
unhurried environment with the aim of 
re-integration into the community. We 
have taken up the issue with Shropshire 
Council licensing department and under¬ 
stand that a new four-year policy is being 
developed this year.” 

Nobody from Shropshire Council was 
available to comment. 


No plans to 
arm officers 
in county 

THERE are no plans to arm frontline po¬ 
lice in Shropshire, despite a senior nation¬ 
al officer saying efforts to tackle terrorism 
mean the move is “not off the table”. 

Simon Chesterman, the National Police 
Chiefs’ Council (NPCC) lead for armed po¬ 
licing made the comments about rural po¬ 
licing while discussing how forces respond 
to terrorist incidents across the country. 

Mr Chesterman said: “I think it does not 
need to happen at the moment,” but added 
that police need to be prepared for respond¬ 
ing to attacks in different parts of the UK. 

Responding to the comments West Mer¬ 
cia’s Force Operations Superintendent 
Paul Moxley said the idea is not currently 
being considered. 

He said: “We are aware of the national 
debate being led by the NPCC. We cur¬ 
rently have no plans to arm frontline of¬ 
ficers.” Mr Chesterman had confirmed that 
a planned rise in the numbers of elite coun¬ 
ter-terrorist police marksmen has yet to hit 
its target due to challenges in recruitment. 

It was revealed that there had been a 70 
per cent increase in the ranks of the most 
highly trained armed officers over two 
years but the pool of counter-terrorist spe¬ 
cialist firearms officers still needed around 
100 recruits.

The Eisteddfod brings 90,000 visitors and 
15,000 competitors to its host county each 
year, and with that comes wide economic 
benefits. This will be the first time that the 
Urdd Eisteddfod has visited the area since 


the Llanelwedd Eisteddfod in 1978, and the 
event has grown significantly since then. 

As host county, Powys County Council 
will have a large presence on the maes with 
a variety of activities and attractions on 
offer for visitors throughout the week. 

Cllr Myfanwy Alexander, cabinet member 
for education, said: “It is no exaggeration 
to say that the whole area is swept up in 
Urdd fever.”

Sometimes in life you simply 
have to bite your tongue. You 
know that moment when your 
heart is telling you to sound-off 
but the head is saying button it? 

There was such a moment in 
Powys County Council chamber 
last week when the ugly side 
of politics sunk to new levels. 
It was the moment a political 
party attempted to cover up the 
attendance record of a member 
as chairman of a vitally impor¬ 
tant scrutiny panel by using his 
Asperger’s syndrome condition 
as an excuse. And what really 
wound me up was the party’s 
attempt to use his condition to 
shame councillors into voting for 
his re-election, despite his 46 per 
cent attendance record. A move 
that forced another councillor 
with a 100 per cent attendance 
record to reveal he suffered from 
the same condition. 

Brave decisions by both to 
tell the world that they suffer 
from this serious condition - but 
decisions made for entirely dif¬ 
ferent reasons. One in a bid to 
hold onto a position which car¬ 
ries an additional allowance of 
just under £9,000 and the other 
to prove that you can carry out 
a full and normal life, despite the 
illness. The corridors of power 
at County Hall had been full of 
whispers about the councillor’s 
attendance record, particularly in 
view of the damning report into 
childcare in the county. The rev¬ 
elations about his illness should 
have come long ago. 

And quite frankly the council¬ 
lor in question should have done 
the proper thing and stood down 
from a role he was clearly not ful¬ 
filling properly. Just as his politi¬ 
cal party should have recognised 
the situation. Regardless of the 
situation it is not right to accept 
tax payers’ money for something 
you are not doing. 

Then there was the accusation 
that councillors in the Independ¬ 
ent/Conservative alliance ruling 
party were being forced to vote 
against the re-appointment of 
what I consider to be a part-time 
councillor. That’s when those 
who know me would have ex¬ 
pected the explosion. 

To make it clear as an in¬ 
dependent councillor no-one 
tells me which way to vote and 
I know that goes for every oth¬ 
er member who won their seats 
on Powys County Council on an 
independent ticket. I make my 
own decisions. 

And I’m not prepared to take

New crime strategy aims 
to protect rural areas 


karen compton reports 
on a police crime strategy 
which looks to safeguard 
rural communities 

DYFED-POWYS Police has 
demonstrated its commitment 
to keeping its remote commu¬ 
nities safe with the launch of a 
rural crime strategy. 

The aim of the strategy is to pro¬ 
tect rural communities through 
crime prevention, intelligence gath¬ 
ering, enforcement and reassurance, 
as well as addressing issues around 
hidden harm and vulnerability. 

The force has vowed to develop the 
specialist rural skills and knowledge of 
police officers, staff and Special Consta¬ 
bles, to maintain a visible presence and 
provide an effective response to crimes 
and incidents in rural and farming com¬ 
munities. 

In 2016/17, Dyfed-Powys Police re¬ 
corded around 500 crimes that had been 
committed on farms. These offences 
included burglaries targeting agricul¬ 
tural buildings and fields, with livestock, 
quad bikes, trailers, machinery, gates, 
tools and scrap metal stolen, as well as 
criminal damage caused to crops, land, 
buildings, fences, machinery and other 
property. 

Farm crime cost the UK nearly £40m 
in 2016, a small decrease from 2015. 
Farm crime in Wales is estimated to cost 
£1.3m and the largest crime category is 
agriculture vehicle theft, followed by 4x4 
theft, ATVs and livestock loss. 

Farm crime is any crime which impacts 
upon the farm business, and so it could 
include fly tipping, machinery theft,

stock theft or damage to farm business 
such as gates and fences. 

Although the figure equates to less 
than 1.4 crimes per day across the force 
area, it is believed that farm-related 
crime is under-reported because of a 
perceived poor response and outcome. 
This leads to anger, frustration and 
worry, resulting in low expectation and 
fear of crime increasing. 

The development and implemen¬ 
tation of the rural crime strategy is 
aimed at breaking this cycle through 
enhanced engagement and communica¬ 
tion with communities. 

It also takes into account non-farm¬ 
ing specific crimes such as domestic 
violence, child sexual exploitation and 
modern day slavery that could go un¬ 
noticed in remote locations, as well as 


business and food crime, wildlife crime 
and road safety. 

Superintendent Robyn Mason, the 
force lead for rural crime, said: “Dy¬ 
fed-Powys Police’s vision is to safeguard 
communities and keep the vulnerable 
safe, and we must understand the needs 
of the communities we serve across four 
counties covering two thirds of Wales. 

“The force area is incredibly diverse 
in its make up, and it would be impos¬ 
sible to target crime in all areas in the 
same way. Isolated communities and re¬ 
mote locations can be made vulnerable 
by their very nature, and a responsibil¬ 
ity is placed on policing to respond to 
these challenges. 

“We also understand that the impact 
of crime can be higher in rural areas, 
where the livelihoods of farmers and 


small holders, as well as economic op¬ 
portunities presented by tourism, can 
be seriously affected. 

“With this in mind, we have written 
a rural crime strategy specifically tai¬ 
lored to our remote communities, who 
we want to ensure can feel safe and be 
safe.” 

The strategy focuses on prevention, 
enforcement, intelligence and reassur¬ 
ance. To try and prevent rural crimes 
the police will maintain a visible pres¬ 
ence and provide an effective response in 
rural communities, they provide crime 
reduction advice and signposting to resi¬ 
dents, businesses and visitors on staying 
safe and the protection of property from 
opportunist criminals. 

To do this they use their website, 
media releases, community messaging, 
social media and through public engage¬ 
ment events. 

They are also developing the special¬ 
ist rural skills and knowledge of police 
officers, staff and Special Constables, 
working with businesses and partner 
organisations such as Wales Food Fraud 
Unit, to raise awareness and prevent 
incidents of food crime in Dyfed-Powys. 

They also aim to increase the number 
of Special Constables and volunteers 
working in rural communities, and 
to promote residents to sign up to the 
Community Messaging System at www. 
dpcm.co.uk, which will also incorporate 
watch schemes such as Farmwatch, Car- 
avanwatch etc. 

Dyfed Powys Police has vowed to im¬ 
prove the way they use and share infor¬ 
mation to identify rural crime problems, 
and through assessment of threat, risk 
and harm determine the options they 
can use to deter and disrupt criminality. 

They will identify individuals and 
groups who cause the most harm to 
rural communities by intelligence-gath¬ 
ering.

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CAN WE GET OUT OF A TIMESHARE CONTRACT 
IF WE CHANGE OUR MINDS AFTER SIGNING? 

Q: My partner and I have booked our summer holiday to southern Spain where we have been before. On our arrival we are always encouraged to attend the first 
night ‘Welcome Meeting’ which then finishes with a sales pitch for ‘Timeshares’ and ‘Holiday Clubs’. We have never taken up this offer but would like to know 
our rights should we enter into an agreement and then change our minds? 

A: Be extremely careful. These sales pitches form part of many package holidays and the staff who present them are trained persuaders well-versed in ‘hard¬ 
sell’ routines designed to get holiday makers to sign up to a contract. Many holidaymakers however, once they see the cold light of day, change their minds! 

To protect consumers the Government looked to tighten up the laws surrounding the sale of Timeshares through the The Timeshare Contracts Regulations 2010. 
Timeshare and Holiday Club contracts are covered by the regulations. The new Directive applies to contracts where a consumer pays for a service concluded in 
an EU state, relating to accommodation in an EU state or where the selling party conducts business in an EU State. 

Under this Directive the trader must provide the consumer with a right to withdraw from the contract within a minimum of 14 days from the start of the contract, 
this period is known as the cooling off period. More often than not there will be a Notice of Cancellation form included as part of your contract for you to return. 
It is important to act quickly should you wish to cancel a Timeshare agreement and redeem any funds you have already paid. 

If there is no stated Notice of Cancellation you can still assert your statutory rights by preparing and serving one within the 
14 day period. For further advice, you should speak to a solicitor about cancelling your contract.

It is clear that Erasmus + has delivered 
enormous benefits to individuals and busi¬ 
nesses in the UK over the past decades and 
should not, therefore, be wilfully discarded 
as a result of Brexit.

The effects on my business of 
a botched Brexit will be unpleasant. 

My wife is a professional photographic 
model who works world-wide, but whose 
primary sphere is also the EU/EEA. She 
regularly works in Ireland, France, Ger¬ 
many, Holland, Switzerland, Italy, Spain 
and Portugal, too. She faces losing a sig¬ 
nificant fraction of her regular clients 
post-Brexit, or at least massively increased 
bureaucracy and administrative overhead. 

We are now considering whether we will 
be forced to move away from the UK. 

Why haven’t we already gone? Because 
of the uncertainty facing UK citizens 
stranded by the Brexit vote, some 1.3 mil¬ 
lion people, including many friends of ours, 
some of whom may have to up sticks and 
leave jobs and families if reciprocal rights 
are not secured post-Brexit.

Body found in 
search for man 

A BODY has been found by police in 
the search for missing man Gareth 
Wyn Stephens, police officers have 
said. 

Mr Stephens, aged 41, from 
Gobowen, was last seen outside Sains- 
burys in Oswestry at around 11.45am 
on Wednesday morning last week. 

Police said they were growing in¬ 
creasingly concerned for his welfare 
and asked anyone who had seen him 
or a man matching his description to 
get in touch with them. 

But West Mercia Police confirmed 
on Saturday that they had found a 
body in Oswestry and that Gareth’s 
next of kin had been informed. 

A spokesman for the force said: 
“Formal identification is yet to take 
place. The death is not being treated 
as suspicious at this time.” 

Bike ride finished 
by policing chief 

A POLICE and crime commissioner 
has completed a 500-mile bike ride 
over five days to raise money for a po¬ 
lice charity. 

Dyfed-Powys Police commissioner 
Dafydd Llywelyn spent the five days 
going around every police station in 
the force area, averaging 100 miles a 
day with climbs of over 7,000 ft. 

The challenge covering almost two 
thirds of Wales’s land mass and money 
was raised for the Safer Dyfed-Powys 
Diogel charity. 

Mr Llywelyn said: ”I’d like to thank 
everyone who supported this event in 
any way - there are too many to list. 
But I wouldn’t have been able to do 
it without the officers who cycled with 
me pushing me on, and the invaluable 
medical support from the charity Car- 
iad. When I look back it was such a 
fantastic experience - and well worth 
giving up my own time to do this.” 


Camera vans will be 
used to target speeders

MOBILE camera vans will be 
stationed around Shropshire to 
catch speeding motorists - in¬ 
cluding in the Treflach area near 
Oswestry. 

Roads in Ellesmere, Dudleston 
Heath, Bridgnorth and Shrewsbury 
will also play host to cameras. 

They will be in mobile vans, which will 
target areas highlighted as trouble spots by 
residents. 

Five sites identified are the A528 Grange 
Road in Ellesmere, the B5068 at Dudleston 
Heath, Wenlock Road in Bridgnorth, Sut¬ 
ton Road in Shrewsbury, and the village of 
Treflach, near Oswestry. 

West Mercia Police Sergeant Gavin Wil¬ 
liams said: “We are launching new commu¬ 
nity concern sites in Shropshire to address 
the high level of concern in each of the local 
communities. 

“Data collected at all of the sites has 
highlighted unacceptably high speeds and 
local people are understandably concerned 
as each of the roads are near residential 
areas. 

“We hope the presence of a speed camera 
will encourage drivers to change their be¬ 
haviour and drive at a lower, safer speed.” 

Alice Croft, principal engineer at Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “We have been discuss¬ 
ing ongoing concerns with the Safer Roads 
Partnership in relation to these sites. This 
will help to improve the quality of life for 
people living in these areas.” 

Data on speeding was collected ahead of 
the launch, 

In Treflach, data showed 15 per cent of 
drivers travelling above 38.6mph and more 
than 60 per cent exceeding the 30mph limit.

Sharp rise 
in child 
grooming 
offences 

CHILD grooming offences have risen 
sharply, according to new figures. 

Between April and December last 
year West Mercia Police recorded 89 
grooming offences in the force area 
compared to 20 recorded in the same 
period for the previous year. 

The NSPCC called for action over 
the regulation of social online cha¬ 
trooms and networks. The children’s 
charity said it wants more to be 
done to tackle the issue of grooming 
through social media. The new of¬ 
fence of sexual communication with a 
child is thought to be a factor in the 
increase in offences, which reflects 
a national rise. The NSPCC call for 
action comes as Telford & Wrekin 
Council is preparing to launch its own 
inquiry into child sexual exploitation 
in the borough, including the issue 
of grooming. Tony Stower, NSPCC 
head of child safety online, said more 
should be done to regulate the use of 
social networks. He said: “These show 
the sheer scale of grooming, where 
predators have either messaged their 
victim or gone on to meet them in 
person. At present our Government 
is only prepared to tackle grooming 
after the harm has been done, and 
its forthcoming internet safety strat¬ 
egy has no plans to prevent grooming 
from happening in the first place.” 

The charity wants a mandatory 
safety code to regulate social net¬ 
works and help prevent grooming. 

Earlier this month the NSPCC said 
that Facebook and Facebook-owned 
apps, Instagram and Whatsapp, were 
used in 52 per cent of online groom¬ 
ing cases where police disclosed which 
methods were used by suspects. 
Whatsapp plans to raise the age at 
which people can use the social net¬ 
work to 16 in the EU. 





























































Trust taking 
part in birth 
improvement 
programme 

THE trust running Shropshire’s two 
main hospitals is taking part in a pro¬ 
gramme to support improvement in 
the quality and safety of maternity 
and neonatal units across England. 

The Shrewsbury and Telford Hospi¬ 
tal NHS Trust (SaTH) is taking part 
in the Maternal and Neonatal Health 
Safety Collaborative (MNHSC). 

The trust’s head of midwifery Sarah 
Jamieson, clinical director for mater¬ 
nity Adam Gornall, and lead midwives 
Jill Whittaker and Louise Watkins, 
will spend the next 12 months learn¬ 
ing about quality improvement; and 
how to use these skills to lead projects 
to improve the healthcare experience 
for women, babies and families. 

An extensive ‘home’ improvement 
team will be taking part too, consist¬ 
ing of representation from all staff 
grades, multi disciplines and patient 
representatives; along with Fiona 
Ellis, programme lead for the Local 
Maternity System. 

Sarah Jamieson, improvement 
lead and maternity safety champion, 
said: “I am really excited to learn 
more about using quality improve¬ 
ment skills to help do things better. 
I know that we already have lots of 
great ideas to test out that could make 
a real difference to the women and 
babies we look after.” Over the next 
12 months, the team of improvement 
leads will receive intensive coach¬ 
ing and training. They have already 
attended a three-day learning set in 
Manchester, along with Improvement 
leads from 42 other trusts, where they 
learnt about quality improvement 
methodology. Intensive coaching will 
be provided by the patient safety team 
at NHS Improvement, which runs the 
MNHSC, in how to develop improve¬ 
ment projects. 


Inspectors impressed 
by great care at home

A NURSING home near Oswest¬ 
ry has kind and caring staff and 
provides effective care, accord¬ 
ing to inspectors. 

The Court care home in West Felton 
achieved a “good” rating across the 
board following a recent inspection by 
the Care Quality Commission. 

A newly-published report said people 
felt safe living at the care home and their 
needs were met in a “timely and unhurried 
manner”. 

It said: “People’s medicines were man¬ 
aged and administered in a safe way by 
staff who had been trained to carry out the 
task. 

“People were protected from the risk of 
harm or abuse because the provider had 
effective systems in place which were un¬ 
derstood and followed by staff.” 

Inspectors said people received “effective 
care” and were supported by staff who were 
trained and competent in their roles. Praise 
was heaped on the “kind and caring staff’ 
who took time to get to know people and 
what was important to them. Staff were 
said to treat people with respect and the 
environment was described as “welcoming 
and homely”. The report continued: “Peo¬ 
ple were involved in planning and review¬ 
ing the care they received which helped to 
ensure people received a service which met 
their needs and preferences. There were 
daily activities for people which they could 
choose to join in with. Complaints were 
taken seriously and responded to.” 

The care home was rated good for provid¬ 
ing a safe, effective, caring, responsive and 
well-led service.

Yellow Triangle scheme 
could be a life-saver

MOTORISTS in Powys are being 
urged to sign up to a scheme 
that could help emergency ser¬ 
vices find possible life-saving 
information about a driver in an 
accident. 

Powys County Council’s Yellow 
Triangle scheme provides a means of 
quickly determining the driver’s de¬ 
tails in the event of a collision. 

The scheme has two elements, a ‘Your 
Details’ card and a yellow triangle sticker. 

The card gives information about the 
driver’s next of kin, medical conditions, 
allergies and medications, and drivers are 
asked to keep this card in the glove com¬ 
partment of their vehicle. 

The yellow triangle is displayed in the 
bottom left hand corner inside the wind¬ 
screen, out of the driver’s field of view, to 
inform the emergency services that the in¬ 
formation is in the glove compartment. 

Geoff Wilks, the council’s road safety pro¬ 
ject officer, said: “As most mobile phones 
nowadays are lockable and only accessible 
by a password, the mobile phone ICE (in 
case of emergency) system can no longer be 
relied upon to give the emergency services 
access to details. 

“This scheme will go that one step fur¬ 
ther by not only providing next of kin 
details but details of the card holder’s per¬ 
sonal information.”

New mayor lays out 
his future plans 

A NEW mayor says he is keen to keep 
townsfolk more informed about the 
council’s work. 

At the annual meeting of Llanfyl- 
lin Town Council, Councillor Simon 
Baynes was elected mayor with Coun¬ 
cillor Tracey Windsor elected deputy. 

Councillor Baynes said: “My prede¬ 
cessor as mayor, David Goodman, did 
a fantastic job over the last two years. 
I would also like to thank the retiring 
deputy mayor George Stroud. 

“I look forward to supporting every¬ 
one in the town over the next two 
years and plan to introduce a regular 
town council newsletter providing an 
update on our activities and a full list 
of the town councillors and their con¬ 
tact details. I am keen to improve fur¬ 
ther the appearance of the town and 
particularly support shops, the weekly 
market and the new Christmas mar¬ 
ket.” 


A PALLET supplier is set to 
quadruple its output thanks 
to a £20,000 grant aimed to 
help businesses. 

Shropshire Pallets & Timber 
Supplies has invested £110,000 
in a new state-of-the-art log-pro- 
cessing sawmill at its Oswestry 
headquarters. 

The upgrade will allow it to vastly 
increase its manufacturing rate and 
employ two new staff. 

It was supported in its grant appli¬ 
cation by the Marches Growth Hub, 
the business support service devel¬ 
oped by the Marches LEP. 

Funding was awarded from the 
European Regional Development 
Fund’s Business Growth Programme, 
available to businesses across Here¬ 
fordshire, Shropshire and Telford & 
Wrekin. 

The family-run business at Maes 
Y Clawdd Industrial Estate already 
employs eight full-time and one part- 
time workers. 

It cuts its own pallet boards directly 
from the log and passes cost savings 
to customers. 

The firm applied for the grant be¬ 
cause it had reached full production 
capacity and needed to invest in a new 
high-speed log-processing sawmill to 
meet the demands of its growing order 
book. 

Keiron Fleetwood, managing direc¬ 
tor of Shropshire Pallets & Timber 
Supplies, said: “We were operating at 
full production capacity and had out¬ 
grown our previous sawmill. 

“The new log-processing sawmill 
not only yields considerably more 
boards per shift, but it makes produc¬ 
tion life smoother, safer, and more 
efficient. 

“The sawmill is allowing us to man¬ 
ufacture all our own pallet boards 


without the need to supplement with 
pre-cut boards to service demand. 

“It has lifted the glass ceiling that 
once prevented us from tendering for 
many new pallet contracts.

rently in the pipeline. The new saw¬ 
mill is already maximising board 


growth m our profits and that we will 
be further increasing our workforce to 
meet demand for our products.” 


Crackdown 
on drugs to 
carry on says 
police chief 

A POLICE officer has assured Oswest¬ 
ry residents that the force is contin¬ 
uing to clamp down on drug-dealing 
and “cuckooing”. 

Last month Inspector Tracy Ryan 
told local councillors how officers had 
worked hard to clamp down on what 
is known as “cuckooing”. 

It sees drug dealers drive vulnera¬ 
ble people out of their homes and use 
the home to peddle drugs from. 

Over the past two years, the force 
has moved dealers out of nine out of 
10 houses in the town in an operation 
that has involved plain clothed and 
CID officers, housing agencies and so¬ 
cial services. 

Inspector Ryan has assured res¬ 
idents in the town that the force is 
still pro-active in stamping out drug 
dealing in the town and making it un¬ 
attractive for drug dealers. 

She said: “This operation has been 
going on for about two years, and 
forces across the country have been 
doing the same thing. 

“It has been very successful, and it 
has made Oswestry unattractive for 
drug dealers to come to Oswestry. 

“What happens is bigger badder 
drug dealers come to Oswestry and 
take over the so called small time 
dealers, but we have managed to drive 
them out. 

“We will continue to work on the 
back of the success of this operation. 

“Oswestry is a safe place to live and 
work, this has been about targetting a 
specific type of drug dealing.” 

The knowledge of cuckooing has 
risen in recent years and months, 
with more publicity around the issue. 

Police have issued a number of re¬ 
ports about cuckooing in the region 
in recent months. Offences have been 
reported in Shrewsbury and Telford 
as well as Oswestry.

Project will 
focus on local 
war heroines 


AN Oswestry group has been award¬ 
ed a grant of £29,700 from the Herit¬ 
age Lottery Fund for a project called 
Homefront Heroines. 

The funding has gone to Qube and the pro¬ 
ject will help commemorate the centenary of 
the First World War. 

Made possible by money raised by National Lot¬ 
tery players, the project focuses on the lives and 
stories of the women of Oswestry during the First 
World War. 

Those behind the project say it will ensure the 
extraordinary stories of local women are not lost 
forever, and the impact the war had on women’s 
lives which is still felt today, is recognised. 

The project will uncover real local stories, bring¬ 
ing them alive. 

It will look at what roles Oswestry women play 
on the Home Front and how they contributed to 
the war effort. 

Project researcher Sarah Gathercole said: “There 
are many women whose contribution has been for¬ 
gotten, for example the two Oswestry police women 
and Voluntary Aid Detachment (VAD) staff nurse 
Margaret Thomas who was given a medal by King 
George V”. 

She added: “Women were making ammunition 
boxes, running businesses in the town, working the 
land and knitting for the troops and refugees. 

“It’s a very exciting project that will record just

how important women were to the war effort.” The 
project will culminate in a mixed media exhibition 
at Qube in November composed of the stories, pho¬ 
tos and artefacts uncovered during the project re¬ 
search. 

It will include a launch event, inviting the local 
community to come and find out more about these 
hidden women from Oswestry’s history. 

The research uncovered will also be available 
to view online creating a resource for the wider 
community to access and learn more about their 
heritage. 

Qube will be looking for volunteers to help with 
the huge task of collecting and recording informa¬ 
tion. 

Qube is inviting anyone with stories, photos, 
artefacts and personal testimony’s to share them 
with the project by getting in touch or by coming 
along to a meeting at Qube tomorrow (Friday) at 
2pm. 

Commenting on the award, Laurel Roberts for 
Qube said: “We are thrilled to have received the 
support of the Heritage Lottery Fund. I’m confi¬ 
dent the project will be a great asset to the town 
and will reveal some fascinating stories”. 

Vanessa Harbar, head of Heritage Lottery Fund 
West Midlands, said “The impact of the First World 
War was far reaching, touching and shaping every 
corner of the UK and beyond.”

Underspend 
of £650k 
is revealed 

SHROPSHIRE Council says it has man¬ 
aged to underspend by £650,000 in the 
last financial year - despite predicting it 
would be in the red by £5 million just six 
months ago. 

This underspend is due to income gen¬ 
erated from the council’s investment in 
the Shrewsbury shopping centres, as well 
as putting in place a freeze on all non-es¬ 
sential spending, among other measures. 

Councillor David Minnery, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for finance, said: 
“The cabinet and senior officers have 
worked hard to deliver this underspend 
from a mid-year position when we were 
on course for a potential overspend of 
about £5 million. 

“This was due to some significant in¬ 
year pressures, particularly in terms of 
keeping vulnerable children safe, taking 
proper care of older people and highways 
maintenance. 

“The council was found to be ‘good’ 
at our safeguarding children Ofsted in¬ 
spection in 2017 - one of only 46 councils 
across the country to achieve this. Also, 
only three have achieved the top rating 
of ‘outstanding’, meaning that our chil¬ 
dren’s services are now in the top 30 per 
cent nationally. 

“We are proud to have prioritised funds 
to ensure that vulnerable people in our 
communities are kept safe and are cared 
for. 

“To do this we implemented a spending 
freeze in October 2017 and our managers 
kept tight control to hold back all but ab¬ 
solutely essential expenditure.” 

Chief executive 
will see pay go 
up by £47k 

COUNCILLORS have approved a pay in¬ 
crease of about 50 per cent for their chief 
executive. 

Members of Shropshire Council met 
at Shirehall in Shrewsbury to approve a 
new, wide-ranging pay scale. 

Clive Wright will see his salary rise 
from £103,010, with a performance-re¬ 
lated bonus of up to 25 per cent and ben¬ 
efits, to £150,000. 

They also approved a pay rise for lower 
earning staff of between two and nine per 
cent. 

Council leader Peter Nutting said: “We 
do value our employees. They are the best 
part of this organisation. We need them 
to be more highly skilled and trained so 
I think we should award them appropri¬ 
ately. 

“The decision to cut pay a few years 
ago was the right decision but now things 
are getting better.” 

The leader of the Liberal Democrats, 
Councillor Roger Evans, put forward 
an amendment which would mean Mr 
Wright would only see an increase in line 
with everyone else. 

However, the amendment was thrown 
out by members who voted against it. 

Concern over rise 
in poultry farms 

AN “explosion” in the number of poultry 
farms in Wales is threatening the envi¬ 
ronment, countryside campaigners have 
warned. 

The Campaign for the Protection of 
Rural Wales has urged ministers to come 
up with a “long term strategy” for the 
industry. 

In Powys alone, 99 applications for new 
poultry sheds have been made since 2011, 
involving three million birds. Just one 
was refused permission. 

The CPRW claims it is having “devas¬ 
tating environmental consequences”. 

It intends to hand over a petition to the 
National Assembly next week, which has 
attracted more than 4,000 signatures. 

The CPRW claims the geography of 
much of rural Wales coupled with its cli¬ 
mate means it is “wholly unsuitable for 
the current explosion of intensified poul¬ 
try units”.

It's a bit of a crying game to 
fill important role in town

OYEZ, oyez, oyez. We bring you 
news from the ancient market town 
of Oswestry, so lend us your ears. 

The town council is looking for a new 
town crier - and there are two main can¬ 
didates in the frame. 

Hot favourite is Phil Brown. 

A member of two choirs in Oswestry, as 
well as something of an am-dram veteran, 
the 70-year-old retired medical rep is a natu¬ 
ral-born performer. 

And his rival? 

Shropshire Star reporter Mark Andrews. 

The new post is being created by Oswestry 
Town Council to promote what the town has 
to offer. 

And last week the council held an X Factor 
style audition for the role, with the two main 
candidates first being interviewed by a panel 
of councillors and officials, before later being 
asked to perform a cry in front of shoppers and 
visitors. 

Ambassador 

The council’s markets and events manager 
David Clough said the role would be a very 
public ambassador for Oswestry. 

“Not only would events and information be 
publicised but a town crier has the ability to 
improve the visitor experience to the town,” 
said Mr Clough, adding that Oswestry had not 
had a town crier since the 1980s. 

Phil said he decided to apply for the role 
after being encouraged by his fellow choir 
members, who said he had the personality and 
loud voice to perform the role. 

“I am a member of the Orthopaedic Male 
Voice Choir, and also a choir called Os Rocks,” 
he revealed while sat in the Guildhall foyer 
awaiting his interview. 

Fun 

“In the Os Rocks choir we did Slade’s Merry 
Xmas Everybody, and just as a bit of fun I 
shouted ‘It’s Christmas!’ like Noddy Holder 
during one of the rehearsals. 

“They said ‘you’ve got to leave that in’, so I 
did it in all of our performances. 

“Somebody said ‘they’re looking for a town 
crier, why don’t you put in for it?’.” 

He said his 40 years working as a rep in the 
medical industry had given him a good ground¬ 
ing in interacting with people, and he has also 
been involved with amateur dramatics and ap¬ 
peared in pantomime. 

“I love making up a character and bringing 


it to life, and creating something original. I’m 
a bit of a show-off really.” 

As part of his research, Phil watched videos 
of other town criers on YouTube, and met up 
with Chester’s town crier David Mitchell for 
advice. 

Mark, 45, is from the Black Country but 
considers himself an adopted Salopian after 
moving to the Shropshire Star. 

He used his audition to tell the people of 
Oswestry how important the town was, with a 
rich history and vibrant economy. 

Mar said: “I think I am a good communica¬ 
tor. 

“Some people say I have a bit of a Black 
Country accent, but I cor see it meself. 

“As we made our way through the town from 


the Guildhall to The Cross, it was hard not to 
be touched by the warm reception from people 
wishing us well.” 

Mark said: “It was a little frightening and 
plenty of people stopped to watch. 

“My cry was rounded off by a round of ap¬ 
plause, which was nice, although I’m not sure 
if people were congratulating me or just feeling 
sorry for me.” 

Support 

Lending his support to the candidates was 
Bridgnorth town crier John James, who intro¬ 
duced the candidates to the assembled crowds 
as they delivered their cry. 

The retired teacher has been in his post for 
the past 22 years, and said the thing he en¬ 


joyed most was meeting different people. What 
are his tips on the attributes a good town crier 
needs? 

“You need a loud voice, a personality, and be 
good at getting on with people,” he said. 

Like Phil, he is no stranger to the limelight, 
having performed with Bridgnorth Operatic 
Society. 

“I have been on the stage all my life,” he 
said. “I like showing off and meeting people, I 
love doing that.” 

Although Mark said he thought he did well 
during the auditions, he said he was more 
impressed by Phil’s efforts. Mark said: “The 
applause was rapturous, and I realised I was 
among those leading the applause. 

“Oh, well, better get back to the day job.”

NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Paterson has thanked 
Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital for the care he received for 
a serious back injury. 

Mr Paterson spent three weeks in the Midland Centre 
for Spinal Injuries after breaking 
three vertebrae in a riding accident 
in January. 

While he had been able to keep 
up his correspondence and many 
other aspects of his work as an MP, 
Mr Paterson says he is now keen to 
get back to full working life, par¬ 
ticularly attending meetings and 
parliament. 

He said: “Thanks to a smart¬ 
phone and tablet and staff in Lon¬ 
don I hope constituents did not 
notice a huge difference and that I 
was still able to represent them. 

“There is only so long that you 
can hold a tablet above your head 
though. It was my inability to meet with people that was 
particularly frustrating. 

“When you are in Westminster you can catch people to 
talk to and hold impromptu meetings. 

“After scans at the spinal injuries centre at the Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital at Gobowen I was passed fit to travel, al¬ 
though still in a neck brace for security. 

“There are times when I can still feel a tingling sensation 
in my fingers and I know that I have to rest.” 

The MP was full of praise for staff both in A&E in Shrop¬ 
shire and at the orthopaedic hospital where he was taken to 
within 24 hours of his accident. 

He said: “I felt a huge sense of relief when I arrived 
there, I knew I was in the hands of a world class institution. 

“I was completely in their hands and they were extraor¬ 
dinarily fantastic, patient and kind.”

Universal Credit was launched with the aim 
of simplifying the system and revolutionising 
welfare by making work pay. 

It is intended to help those who are in work 
to increase their hours and earnings. 

It replaces six benefits with one monthly 
payment and is already being claimed across 
Bridgnorth, Market Drayton and Shrewsbury 
by more than 800 single jobseekers. 

And now, anyone in these areas who would 
previously have made a claim to Income-based

MORE than 8,500 ambulances have 
faced delays of at least half-an-hour 
in handing over patients at Shrop¬ 
shire’s two main hospitals over 
the past year, new figures have re¬ 
vealed. 

Delays mean paramedics cannot re¬ 
spond to fresh 999 calls and ambulance 
bosses have warned it can put lives at risk. 

In 1,655 cases, crews waited longer than an 
hour at Royal Shrewsbury Hospital (RSH) and 
Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital (PRH). 

NHS rules state it should take no longer than 
15 minutes. 

It comes as figures show around one in three 
patients had to wait longer than four hours 
at Shropshire’s A&E departments in the first 
three months of this year. 

The figures for 2017/18, which have been 
reported by Shropshire Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group (CCG), also show that 62 patients 
were left waiting on trolleys for more than 12 
hours between October last year and the end 
of March. 

Emergency 

The county’s emergency departments have 
been facing high demand and Shrewsbury and 
Telford Hospital NHS Trust (SaTH), which 
runs RSH and PRH, has struggled to recruit 
staff. 

Hospital bosses, however, recently recruited 
their first A&E consultant in more than five 
years. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service spokes¬ 
man Murray MacGregor said: “At times of peak 
demand, unfortunately delays do occur at some 
hospitals. 

“West Midlands Ambulance Service con¬ 
tinues to work closely with all hospitals in 
the region to tackle such issues and operates 
a number of measures to help ensure ambu¬ 
lances are able to offload patients as quickly as 
possible. The trust’s strategic operations cell 
continuously monitors the level of demand at 
each hospital so that potential delays can be 
highlighted early and resolved. 

“In addition, the trust uses hospital ambu¬ 
lance liaison officers to help minimise delays 
and ensure ambulances are free to respond to 
the next 999 call as quickly as possible.” 

A report to Shropshire CCG’s governance 
board says that ambulance handover times did 
show an improvement in 2017/18 compared to 
the previous year. 


PRISON deaths across Wales are not being in¬ 
vestigated quickly or rigorously enough it has 
been claimed.

Birmingham Airport one of the worst for delays 


BIRMINGHAM Airport has been named as 
among the worst five in the UK for flight punc¬ 
tuality. 

Departures from the airport were an average 
of 18.2 minutes late in 2017, according to Civil 
Aviation Authority data. 

Manchester fared little better, with a delay 
of 16.7 minutes, placing it equal seventh for 
punctuality. 

The longest delays were recorded at London 
Luton, where passengers face delays of almost 
20 minutes on average. 


London Gatwick recorded the second worst 
punctuality performance followed by Jersey 
and Durham Tees Valley. 

The ranking takes into account every sched¬ 
uled and charter flight from 25 of the UK’s 
major airports. 

Cancelled flights are not included. 

The average delay across all the featured air¬ 
ports was 15 minutes. 

London Heathrow, the UK’s busiest airport, 
was found to have the best performance, with 
aircraft typically taking off 11 minutes late. 


Leeds Bradford had the second best record, fol¬ 
lowed by Belfast City and London City. 

A Birmingham Airport spokeswoman said: 
“Birmingham Airport works closely with its 
partner airlines and their service providers to 
ensure that delays are kept to a minimum. 

“Unfortunately due to circumstances like 
late arriving aircraft, weather and strikes some 
of these delays are out of our control.” 

She added that the airport had “invested 
heavily’ in the last few months on a new se¬ 
curity area and self-service check-in machines 


to speed things up for passengers. Punctuality 
data enables passengers to “make informed 
choices about which airports they fly from”, a 
CAA spokesman said. 

“The aviation industry should constantly 
strive to improve punctuality to enhance the 
passenger experience,” he added. 

A spokesman for the Airport Operators Asso¬ 
ciation said ‘outdated’ airspace infrastructure 
limits the efficiency of flights. 

“The UK needs to modernise its airspace,” 
he explained.

18 New suicide 
help service 
is launched 

A HEALTH and wellbeing charity has 
launched a new suicide bereavement ser¬ 
vice thanks to a near £30,000 donation 
from a building society. 

Staff and customers at the West 
Brom, which has premises in Welshpool, 
Oswestry, Shrewsbury and Newtown, have 
been supporting The Kaleidoscope Plus 
Group over the last 12 months and have 
raised a total of £28,000. 

The charity, which is based on Halfords 
Lane in Smethwick, is one of the largest 
voluntary sector providers of health and 
wellbeing services in the West Midlands 
and works to tackle the stigma surround¬ 
ing mental health. The money handed over 
by the West Brom will enable The Kaleido¬ 
scope Plus Group to employ a suicide be¬ 
reavement co-ordinator who can manage 
and deliver its new service. 

The charity’s chief executive, Monica 
Shafaq, said: “The fantastic fundrais¬ 
ing efforts of people at the West Brom 
has resulted in them donating a signifi¬ 
cant amount of money and we are hugely 
grateful to everyone who has contributed. 
Suicide is a major issue right across the 
country - 15 people die in the UK due to 
suicide every day and more men under the 
age of 45 die as a result of suicide than 
road traffic accidents, HIV and assaults 
combined.” 

Hospital staff 
find out about 
mindfulness 

STAFF at a Shropshire hospital have been 
learning mindfulness practices to help 
build their emotional resilience. 

A total of 27 staff members at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital signed up for the 
programme to provide them with a better 
way to change their relationship with anx¬ 
iety and stress to improve their well-being. 

The programme consisted of six ses¬ 
sions run by Helen Marsh from Shropshire 
Mindfulness, which offers a variety of in¬ 
ternationally recognised programmes that 
help people become more aware of their 
thoughts and feelings so they are better at 
managing them. 

Sarah Thomas, senior learning and de¬ 
velopment advisor, said: “The aim of the 
sessions were to provide staff with the tools 
they need to manage their relationship 
with stress both in and out of work. 

“The main focus was encouraging 
healthy mental habits through meditation 
which have been shown to lead to an im¬ 
proved sense of well-being.” 

Sue Sayles, infection prevention and con¬ 
trol nurse, was one member of staff who 
attended the sessions. 

She said: “I thoroughly enjoyed explor¬ 
ing the mindfulness approach. 

“The sessions gave me valuable knowl¬ 
edge in self-awareness and relaxation 
which can be used to reduce my stress and 
anxiety levels in day-to-day life, both at 
work and home. 

“I would recommend a mindfulness 
course to anyone.” 

Farming scheme 
is given welcome 

NFU Cymru has welcomed the launch of 
the Welsh Government young people into 
agriculture scheme for the next generation 
of farmers. 

The scheme offers start-up aid to high 
achieving individuals looking to establish 
new business or develop an existing busi¬ 
ness and will support 150 farmers.

MILITARY charity Help for Heroes is provid¬ 
ing more than £500,000 in funding to ensure 
veterans across Powys and Wales suffering 
from mental health problems will get quicker 
access to support. 

Help for Heroes, which offers support to 
veterans and service personnel who have suf¬ 
fered life changing injuries or illnesses, is grant 
funding £517,389 to Veterans’ NHS Wales to 
improve mental health support to military vet¬ 
erans. 

The funding means 120 veterans with service 
related mental health problems will have im¬ 
proved access to effective support and benefit 
from reduced waiting times. The money will 
help to fund three additional NHS therapists 
who can treat 40 new cases a year.

GRANTS to keep toilet blocks open 
in Powys will be phased out over the 
next three years as an authority bids 
to save half a million pounds. 

Back in 2014 Powys County Council said 
that unless agreements could be reached 
with town and community councils, toilet 
facilities would close across the region. 

Some closed, however some were taken over 
by the local town and community councils with 
some grant funding from the local authority. 

However, now a report from councillor Phyl 
Davies, Powys County Council’s portfolio 
holder for assets, has proposed to end the grant 
scheme over the next three years. 

Some town and community councils cur¬ 
rently get grants of up to £7,000. If the grants 
stop it means the authorities will have to find 
alternative funding. 

The report was produced last month and the 
decision was taken last week to press ahead 
with the move. 

Close 

Councillor Davies’s report states that if 
councils or organisations do not come forward 
to take the remaining facilities, they will have 
to close. He said: “Some operators may have no 
alternative source of raising revenue funding 
and in these cases there is a risk that more 
facilities may close. The HTR service will not 
have a budget to operate these toilets and it is 
therefore expected that these toilets will have 
to close and be declared surplus.” 

Some toilets which have closed are in the pro¬ 
cess of being transferred to other organisations, 
and currently 56 facilities around the county 
are being run by other organisations. 

The proposal is for 38 toilet facilities to have 
their grant funding stopped by this year, 12 
to expire in March 2019, and a further five to 
be ended in 2020. Since 2015, the council has 
pledged almost £200,000 per year in grants, 
however next year the cut back of funding will 
save the council £100,000, £160,000 in the year 
2019/20, and that will rise to £185,750 in the 
year 2020/21. Councillor Davies added: “The 
council currently own a toilet stock and are 
in the process of transferring responsibilities 
for operating and ownership to future opera¬ 
tors. The council has supported the incumbent 
operator’s transition for a minimum of three 
years, enabling them scope to find alternative 
funding streams for future maintenance and 
running costs.”

Politician wants to hear views on state of the roads 


A POLITICIAN has launched a survey to 
gauge the worst areas for potholes. 

Potholes have been springing up all over 
the region, more so since the wet and freezing 
weather in recent months. 

In Powys it was revealed recently that it 
would take a budget of £40 million to return 
the county’s roads back into what they were 
around eight years ago. 

Now Montgomeryshire AM Russell George, 
who is part of the National Assembly’s econ¬ 
omy, infrastructure and skills committee, has 


launched a survey as part of an inquiry to look 
at the state of roads across the whole of Wales. 

On the survey, he said: “Potholes and poorly 
maintained roads are a frustration for all of us. 

“As well as making your journey uncomfort¬ 
able they can seriously damage vehicles as well 
as damaging the local economy. 

“The condition of the road network in North 
Powys is an issue which is frequently raised 
with me so I am keen on gaining views. 

“The National Assembly’s economy, infra¬ 
structure and skills committee are about to un¬ 


dertake an inquiry which will look at the state 
of roads across the whole of Wales. In addition, 
the committee will also look at the viability and 
value for money of major construction projects 
such as the Newtown Bypass. While I am con¬ 
ducting this survey as your Assembly Member, 
rather than on behalf of the committee, your re¬ 
sponses will help me to understand your views 
on the “State of the Roads” in North Powys 
and help me to reflect these in questioning wit¬ 
nesses and ministers during the inquiry.” 

After the county was revealed as having the 


worst roads in Wales, Powys County Council 
admitted earlier this year that conditions have 
deteriorated so much since 2010 that it would 
take tens of millions of pounds to return roads 
to their previous state. 

With financial pressures continuing to mount 
on the authority, the then cabinet member for 
highways, Councillor Liam Fitzpatrick, admit¬ 
ted it was becoming more challenging than ever 
to keep the county’s roads in check.

Anthony Harris from Shropshire-based 
AJH Cinema, who was involved in a bid to 
open a new cinema in Oswestry earlier this 
year, hopes to make further improvements 
to the Stafford cinema. 

“We’ve been here for about eight or nine 
weeks working to reopen the cinema now,” 
he said. 


“We’ve repainted and decorated both 
the inside and outside of the cinema, and 
refitted the heating in screen two and also 
three. 

“We’ll look at improving screen one in 
the future - we want to set up another heat¬ 
ing system to make it even better. 

“The original has been fixed though and 
its up and running. 

“We’re getting new staff in and doing in¬ 
terviews. We’re going to bring in up to 10 
new members.” 

After taking over the building Mr Harris 
said he would try to keep prices low - charg¬ 
ing £7 for adults and £6 for children and 
concessions. Owner of the Electric Cinema 
in Cannock, Graeme Cotton, will help out 
with the running of the Stafford Cinema. 


Funding 'will 
not be reduced' 
from service 


FUNDING for children’s services will 
not be cut as Shropshire Council 
pledges to fight child sex exploitation. 

A report that revealed 67 children in the 
county have been identified as being at risk of 
exploitation went before the council’s people 
overview committee. 

Of the 67 children, 15 have been assessed as high 
risk, 27 at medium risk and 25 are deemed low risk. 

Members of the committee quizzed senior coun¬ 
cil officers Jeanette Hill and Dot Johnson on the 
report, as well as Ivan Powell, chairman of Shrop¬ 
shire’s Safeguarding Children Board and West 
Mercia Police chief superintendent, Kevin Purcell. 

Reassurance 

Councillor Ed Potter asked for reassurance that 
the budget for children’s services would be main¬ 
tained as the council works to reduce the number of 
children and young people at risk of being sexually 
exploited. 

Karen Bradshaw said: “The whole of the public 
sector is under financial pressure. 

“We have to look at how we can make ourselves 
more efficient and more effective. 

“For the local authority, this is an area we do not 
want to reduce our capital or resources. 

“As it stands broadly, our budget is being held.” 

Last month it was revealed that in neighbour¬ 
ing Telford & Wrekin police and council workers 
were working with 46 young people deemed to be 
vulnerable. 

The figures emerged after a national newspaper 
branded Telford the ‘sex crime capital of Britain’. 

Ch Supt Purcell said West Mercia Police is now 
seeing an increase in the number of referrals.

“For us that is a good thing because it means 
awareness is being raised and we can start to deal 
with it,” he said. 

“But there will be a child out there somewhere 
who wants to talk about it but just can’t. 

“We want more reports coming in from people in 
the community saying they’ve seen a young man 
picking two girls up from school. 

“That’s the kind of referral we want - as well as 
children themselves being able to self refer.” 

“We’re doing everything we can to disrupt per¬ 
petrators and continually raise awareness of child 
exploitation.” 

He said pubs, bars and hotels, particularly in 
Shrewsbury, are hotspots for perpetrators, as well 
as on social media. 

“Shropshire is no longer just a county,” he added. 

“There will be people in places like Mexico, Bra¬ 
zil and Africa talking to our children. 

“We need to raise the self-esteem of children to 
make sure they feel like they can report it. 

“They are more likely to become victims if they 
believe the people who are doing it.” 

The report also revealed that a 19-year-old white 
man from Harlescott, Shrewsbury, was arrested 
and questioned by police in relation to 12 alleged 
offences, including rape, sexual assault and groom¬ 
ing. 

He was alleged to have contacted under-age girls 
in Shrewsbury, and often driven them back to his 
home where they were plied with drugs and alco¬ 
hol. 

The man has been bailed pending further inquir¬ 
ies. 


Survey results will give police 
ideas on improvements needed 


A SURVEY of the public will be 
used to decide where police need 
to improve services, the region’s 
crime commissioner has said. 

The new survey, launched by 
John Campion, will see the pub¬ 
lic being interviewed and asked 
their thoughts on how often they 
see police, how accessible they 
are and about their integrity. 

Mr Campion said quarterly re¬ 
sults would be published for each 
policing area. He said the results 
would give the police reliable 


evidence to understand where 
communities felt well connected 
to the force and had high levels of 
confidence - and where improve¬ 
ments were needed. Mr Campion 
said: “I promised I would ensure 
West Mercia not only is safe, but 
feels safe. 

“This project is key to deliv¬ 
ering on that commitment by 
giving our communities a strong 
voice and ensuring they are truly 
represented in ways that they 
have not been up to now. 


“I will ensure their voice is 
heard and the force responds 
positively to that community 
feedback.” 

Deputy chief constable 
Amanda Blakeman said: “Having 
the public’s confidence in the po¬ 
licing service they receive is ex¬ 
tremely important for both police 
and local communities. The more 
the public feel confident in our 
service, the greater their trust in 
police will be and the safer they 
will feel.” 


Thousands of online scams are reported 


THERE were 9,043 cases of online scams across West Mercia 
last year, it has been revealed. 

The figure was the second highest volume of scams in the 
country. 

There were more than 130,200 cases of online scams in the 
UK, with online shopping and auction fraud being the most 
commonly reported. 

Others reported calls from bogus tech support teams, email 
and social media hacks, personal computer hacks and extortion. 

There had been 4,436 cases of online shopping fraud in the 
region, which includes when a product is either when a product 
is misrepresented online or then a product is not delivered. 


More than 3,330 people reported that they had received calls 
from people claiming to want to help to fix their computer. They 
ask for permission to remotely access their computer to fix the 
“bug”. 

There were 771 cases of email or social media hacks, and 318 
cases of PCs being hacked. 

West Mercia Police received 186 reports of extortion, where 
somebody had gained access to a victim’s private content and 
then demands money on the threat of releasing it publicly. 

The figures have been released by broadband and phone pro¬ 
vider TalkTalk, who worked with Action Fraud to identify the 
most common online scams. 


Detective Inspector Emma Wright, head of West Mercia Po¬ 
lice’s economic crime unit, and lead for cyber-crime prevention, 
said: “Online safety and security is equally as important as per¬ 
sonal safety and home security. 

“We would always urge people to make sure they have ade¬ 
quate measures in place and that they are aware of what to look 
out for, to make sure they don’t fall victim to fraud. 

“Anyone who does think they have fallen victim to an online 
scam should report this to Action Fraud, the National Fraud 
and Cyber Crime Reporting Centre. If the crime is happening 
now or the suspect is known to be local, then report to the po¬ 
lice.” 


Mature drivers 27 
urged to sign 
up to workshops 

MATURE drivers in Powys are being given 
the opportunity to brush up on their road 
knowledge thanks to informal workshops 
organised by the county council. 

Powys County Council’s road safety unit 
will be holding its driver theory refresher 
workshop across the county. 

Sessions will take place in Newtown on 
June 11, August 22, and October 31, and 
in Welshpool on June 12, August 20, and 
October 29. 

Aimed at drivers in the county aged 
65 years and over, the two-hour class¬ 
room-based informal workshop will pro¬ 
vide attendees a refresh of the Highway 
Code and driving licence requirements. 

It will also cover topics including night¬ 
time driving, medicine and alcohol laws 
and personal safety behind the wheel. 

Attendees will also be provided with de¬ 
tails of a practical one-hour driving assess¬ 
ment if wanted. 

Councillor Phyl Davies, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways, said: “Ensuring that our 
roads are safe is hugely important for our 
county. 

“I would urge mature drivers across 
Powys to take advantage of this fantas¬ 
tic scheme. These free workshops are so 
important because they will refresh and 
update essential driving skills and could 
ultimately help save lives.”

Council to 
invest £l.5m 
on salt units 

A LOCAL authority will spend £1.5 mil¬ 
lion on new units to house more salt to 
tackle ice and snowbound roads. 

Powys County Council’s current stock 
capacity for salt is approximately 23,000 
tonnes, but the agreed ideal stock level 
to ensure there is enough to get through 
a tough winter is 32,500 for county and 
trunk routes. 

A report has been ratified from cabinet 
member for assets Councillor Phyl Davies 
to build to new units in Newtown and 
Llangammarch Wells. 

The report comes on the back of a re¬ 
view commissioned across the UK after 
national salt shortages in 2009/10. 

In Wales, the Salt Union, a forum of all 
local authorities, the Welsh Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association, and the Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment agreed to set targets to achieve 
sufficient stock levels to ensure Wales 
was more resilient. 

Failure to increase stock levels will 
place the authority at risk, for it may not 
be able to access government salt stocks 
emergency salt stocks. 

In an average year, the authority uses 
22,000 tonnes. There is no figure availa¬ 
ble yet for this winter, but with long pe¬ 
riods of freezing weather and three major 
snowfalls it is likely to be well above that 
average. The report says £1.486 million 
is available from capital funding to pro¬ 
vide an additional strategic salt storage. 
Councillor Davies said: “Increasing salt 
storage will reduce the reliance on win¬ 
ter restocking, which is undertaken at a 
higher cost than summer restocking.” 

Go-ahead is 
given to new 
waste centre 

PLANS to develop a new household 
waste recycling centre in north Powys 
have been given the go-ahead, the county 
council has announced. 

A planning application for a new centre 
on Newtown’s Dyffryn Industrial Estate 
was approved by Powys County Council’s 
planning committee. 

The council purchased the site in New¬ 
town last year to establish a new centre 
which would be in the council’s owner¬ 
ship. Sites in Brecon, Llandrindod Wells 
and Ystradgynlais are already owned by 
the council. 

Cllr Phyl Davies, cabinet member for 
recycling and waste, said: “I’m delighted 
that our application for a new household 
waste recycling centre in Newtown has 
been approved. 

“This will be a considerable improve¬ 
ment on the current site, which is not 
suitable due to its size and location. 

“The investment in this new centre is 
part of our long-term plans to secure stra¬ 
tegic recycling and waste facilities across 
the county. 

“Having household waste recycling 
centres in our ownership provides secu¬ 
rity for this valued service.” 

Tlivo partners are

ONE of the region’s law firms has an¬ 
nounced the appointment of two new 
partners.

Time and patience set to 
bring sweet taste of success

THERE are two key ingredients that 
all whisky producers need in abun¬ 
dance - time and patience. 

This is because the highly-coveted 
drink is one that simply refuses to be 
rushed. 

“It has to mature in a wooden barrel for 
three years before it’s allowed to be classed as 
whisky. It also gets most of its unique taste 
from the casks it is being matured in. 

“Once the whisky has been bottled, it does 
not improve so the maturation time is very im¬ 
portant when making whisky,” Chris Toller, of 
Henstone Distillery in Oswestry. 

And he is the man in the know because he is 
currently facing a long wait for three oak casks 
of the distillery’s first malt whisky to be ready. 

“We filled our first cask on January 10 this 
year so on January 11, 2021 it will be whisky. 
It’s a long time to wait but we believe it will 
be worth it,” Chris, who works at Stonehouse 
Brewery where the distillery is based, says. 

Henstone joins a growing number of distill¬ 
eries popping up all over the UK with latest 
figures showing there are now 315 - more than 
double the number operating five years ago. 

And in the same way as craft beers have 
enjoyed a surge in popularity, whisky has also 
been attracting new fans. “There seems to be 
a lot of interest in whisky now and with more 
distilleries opening, there is more choice for 
the customer. 

“For us making whisky was a logical step 
because we already had all of the beer making 
equipment we needed,” Chris says. 

All whisky begins life as beer and the process 
starts with letting the barley germinate until 
the starch of the grain has become malt sugar. 

Hot water is added to extract the sugar and 
the resulting liquid is then left to ferment, 
producing a beer without the addition of hops. 
But don’t pour yourself a glass just yet. “It’s 
very strong and not particularly nice tasting 
so you wouldn’t want to sample it,” Chris, who 
is one of four directors of Henstone alongside 
his wife Alex and brewery owners Shane and 
Alison Parr, says. 

Next it’s pumped into the 1,000-litre still, 
affectionately named Hilda, which has been 
manufactured by Kothe in Eislingen, near 
Stuttgart in Germany and enables the team to 
produce about 600 bottles per run. 

The distillation process sees the liquid being 
heated and the condensed vapour being split 
into three parts. The first called the heads con¬ 
tains a high proportion of methanol and can be 


highly volatile. “It doesn’t smell particularly 
nice and doesn’t taste pleasant so you know 
this isn’t what you want,” explains Chris. 

What every whisky producer wants is the 
hearts - this is the spirit that has all the right 
components - taste, smell and alcohol content 
- to become whisky. 

The last 60 to 70 litres of the run is known 
as the tails and this is weak tasting and not so 
full in flavour as the hearts. “The first 40 litres 
of the tails may still be nice so that will go back 
into the next run. The whole whisky run takes 
about 10 hours,” says Chris. 

Before it goes into the ex-bourbon and new 
American oak barrels, the ‘new make spirit’, 
which is about 83% ABV is diluted with pure 
water to around 65% ABV. 


Now the team has to wait to taste the fruits 
of their labour. “It’s a long-term investment 
and there is a risk involved. All four directors 
of Henstone are agreed that we are not going 
to sell anything that we don’t like so if we’re 
not happy with it, it’s not going on sale and 
will be left to mature for as long as it needs. 
But we are confident that in three years time 
we will have a quality whisky because all of the 
signs so far have been good,” says Chris. 

And they have been given an early boost 
by selling out of the first batch of 200 bottles. 
“We started selling ‘futures’, which entitled 
the owner to a uniquely numbered bottle from 
the first batch of Henstone Distillery whisky 
and we were delighted when they all sold out,” 
says Chris. 


While they wait for their whisky to become, 
well, whisky, they have also been busy making 
another on-trend drink - gin. 

“Originally we weren’t going to make gin, 
we were just going to make whisky and other 
drinks from the raw ingredients we already 
had. But when we went on a trip to Eislingen 
to visit the manufacturer of the still, we had 
the opportunity to sample some gin.” 

“We were so impressed that we made a deal 
for the recipe. We have now tweaked it a little 
to make it unique to us. We did have to do a 
fair amount of sampling to make sure it was 
right. We were worried we might be a little 
too late for gin and that it’s popularity might 
have wavered but it still seems to be on the 
up,” says Chris.

Eisteddfod can 
'help bring us 
more harmony 


BRINGING harmony in a dangerous 
world - former peace envoy Terry 
Waite has described how music can be 
a great healer in trouble spots across 
the globe. 

The big man with a big heart is president 
of the Llangollen International Musical Ei¬ 
steddfod and is looking forward to returning 
to the Welsh town for the festival in July. 

He hit the international headlines as an envoy 
for the Church of England, after he successfully 
negotiated the release of hostages in the 1980s. He 
then travelled to Lebanon to try to secure the re¬ 
lease of four hostages, including the journalist John 
McCarthy. He was himself kidnapped and held cap¬ 
tive from 1987 to 1991. 

Mr Waite became involved in the Warrington 
Male Voice Choir as its patron following the IRA 
bombing of the town in 1993. He travelled with the 
choir to Northern Ireland in a bid to heal divisions 
there. 

He said: “The choir sang in all venues, Protes¬ 
tant and Roman Catholic and I would speak at the 
event - trying to find harmony in a very terrible 
situation.” 

It was when the choir performed at the Eistedd¬ 
fod about 20 years ago that the association with the 
event began. He said: “I was at the Eisteddfod and 
was approached and asked to be day president the 
following year.” 

That led to Mr Waite eventually becoming presi¬ 
dent. He added: “I initially said I could not take up 
the role because I wasn’t Welsh but the organisers 
pointed out that this was an international Eistedd¬ 
fod, that the competitors came from all over the

world and that I had international experience.” He 
says the values of the event are as important today 
as they have ever been. 

He said: “It was created after the Second World 
War to bring people together who had been at war 
with each other. Today that is still the case. We 
have people from both sides of a divide, often young 
people, who would not otherwise have the opportu¬ 
nity to meet. 

“People who always had a negative stereotype 
attitude meet and discover that they have more in 
common than they realise. It is the Eisteddfod’s 
small contribution to helping to bring peace. 

“I remember when children from Chechnya came 
to Llangollen. 

“They has suffered terrible trauma during the 
war years and after a very isolating war were able 
to enjoy some normality in Llangollen. They stayed 
in the local communities and I hope their time here 
helped the healing process.” 

He added: “We are living in a dangerous time 
and I don’t think many countries in the world have 
been blessed with the most sensible politicians. 

“Bad political decisions can lead to terrible situ¬ 
ations with ordinary people being forced from their 
homes. 

“People who think war and aggression are going 
to solve problems are totally mistaken. 

“What we need are more people who will stand 
up for peace and reconciliation. In a small way 
music can bring harmony.” 

Mr Waite says the Eisteddfod also serves to 
inspire young people and help them chase their 
dreams.

More awards ahead for Mitsubishi 



The increase in towing capacity headlines the latest improvements taking the capability, practicality and appeal of the L200 to new levels

Mitsubishi has been picking up accolades 
for its tough vehicles for as long as I can 
remember and the L200 is without doubt its 
best pick-up to date. 

And those are views shared across the 
industry where “Best Pick-Up” awards for 
2018 are being thrown in Mitsubishi’s direction 
thanks to high standard specifications, on and 
off-road performance and simple value for 
money. 

The reasons quickly become clear when 
you drive the beast. Equipment levels are far 
higher than you would expect and the 2.4litre 
diesel engine will haul over three tonnes, while 
it is just as good off-road as it is on. 

Centre 

The L200 has been at the centre of 
everything Mitsubishi for over 30 years now, 
playing a huge part in establishing the brand, 
and whether used for work or play this model 
ticks just about every box there is. 

Priced from as low as £19,000 the L200 is 
available in single, club and double cab body 
styles and battles head-to-head with Ford 
Ranger, Fiat Fullback, Isuzu D-Max, Nissan 
Navara and the impressive Volkswagen 
Amorak for sales in the UK. 

Awards keep coming because the L200 
come close to the top in the essential areas 
of refinement, efficiency, performance, load 
capacity areas and value for money. 

The increase in towing capacity to 3.5 
tonnes headlines the latest improvements 
taking the capability, practicality and appeal 
of the Mitsubishi L200 to new levels with best- 



There’s a bed payload of up to 590kg 


in-class total carrying capacity when towing at 
the maximum weight. In addition, the L200 is 
also the only pickup that can tow 3.5-tonnes 
on tarmac in four-wheel drive thanks to extra 
strengthening to key load-bearing areas. 

A towing capacity of up to 3.1 tonnes is 
possible with one- or two-axle braked trailers 
and a towing capacity of 0.75 tonnes is 
possible regardless of the number of axles or 
whether or not the trailer is braked - and that 
makes the vehicle an even more attractive 
offer to the business driver. 

Towing is further aided with the standard 
fitment of the advanced Trailer Stability Assist 
system, which works to brake independent 
wheels on the Mitsubishi L200 to restore 
stability should the trailer start to ‘snake’. 

The L200 also offers a bed payload of up 
to 590kg at its maximum towing weight, 
significantly greater than that offered by many 
of its rivals. 

The latest L200 is further enhanced 
with Mitsubishi’s touchscreen- and voice- 
controlled Smartphone Link Display Audio 
(SDA) infotainment system, which links with 
the majority of popular smartphones. 


SDA also integrates the vehicle’s reversing 
camera display to assist when hitching up a 
trailer. 

Trim levels range from 4Life, through Titan 
to Warrior and Barbarian and all models get 
air-conditioning, Bi-xenon headlamps, a 
switchable 4x4 system and a class-leading 
array of safety kit including seven airbags, 
traction control and Trailer Stability Assist. 

There’s a choice of 6-speed manual or 
5-speed paddle shift auto gearboxes but all 


new Mitsubishi L200 models get the 2.4-litre 
MIVEC diesel engine 

There are choices of 178bhp with a claimed 
44.1 mpg economy figure in luxury models and 
151hp with up to 40.9mpg in 4Life trim - though 
you might struggle to reach those figures as 
we did in the Warrior DC Auto. C02 emissions 
range from 180g/km in the 4Life to 196g/km in 
the auto models. 

Mitsubishi bosses have plenty of confidence 
in the model, offering a five year or 62,000 


miles warranty with 12 years of anti-corrosion 
cover - which is exceptional when you 
consider the conditions many off these 
vehicles will be asked to work under. 

Inside the cabin all the controls are exactly 
where you want to find them with a particularly 
impressive 4X4 control dial found neatly 
behind the gear lever for ease of use. 

You get the feeling this L200 will be earning 
a lot more awards for the Mitsubishi trophy 
cabinet.

Space, price and exemplary 
a l-weather handling in the 
Insignia GSi from Vauxhall

Standard mode offers exemplary dynamic performance 


Vauxhall is aiming high with its 
latest version of the big Insignia 
saloon and estate, with luxurious 
performance versions competing in 
a niche dominated by the so-called 
premium brands. 

But with a punchy twin turbo diesel 
engine (there’s also a petrol option), 
four wheel drive and a hi-tech interior, 
the capable new GSi version undercuts 
its rivals on price, which will also be 
reflected in lower BIK taxes. 

The £34,915 GSi is the ‘halo’ 
model at the top of the range and 
so won’t be the biggest seller, but 
it shares the basic virtues of the 
Insignia - particularly space. The 
car offers limousine-like levels of 
passenger room - those in the back 
do particularly well - with 560 litres of 
luggage space, rising to 1,685 litres 
in the Sport Tourer (estate) version 
tested. 

It isn’t of course the only Insignia 
with four wheel drive: there’s already 
the Country Tourer model which was 
designed for, and achieves, credible 
off-road performance. 

The GSi (a name long reserved for 
Vauxhall’s sportiest models) shares the 
same engine but is a different beast. 

Dynamic 

Its sports chassis, suspension and 
four wheel drive system have been 
specifically honed for all-weather 
grip and dynamic handling. It was 
developed principally on track at 
the infamous Nurburgring where it 
established itself as the quickest ever 
Vauxhall - a lap time 12 seconds faster 
than its more powerful predecessor 
the VXR underlining the major 
improvement in dynamics. 

It sits 10mm lower than the standard 
car, spring rates have been stiffen up 
as much as 40 per cent and it comes 
with Vauxhall’s FlexRide adaptive 
damping, offering three driving modes 
- standard, sport and tour. 

To be honest, the ‘standard’ 
mode offers exemplary dynamic 
performance for road use. It is 
surefooted, tracks accurately through 
corners more in the manner of a ‘hot 
hatch’ than a big estate, and achieves 
this with a compliant, roll-free ride 
which cossets passengers. 

The four wheel drive system includes 
torque vectoring, able to ‘sense’ what 
is needed and direct more or less 
power to the wheel which needs it. 
There’s also a twin clutch rear axle 
system which sends more torque to 


the outer real wheel while cornering, 
contributing to the GSi’s quick turn- 
in and accurate tracking. 

It also incorporates yaw damping, 
helping the car’s stability. 

Sport mode is noticeably stiffer, 
while ‘tour’ means a softer ride - 
ideal for some of our winter-ravaged 
roads. 

The test car’s 2.0 litre bi-turbo 
diesel turns out 207bhp - not the 
most powerful in the class - but 
perhaps more significant in defining 
this car’s character is the 480Nm of 
torque from just 1,500rpm. 

Yes it’s quick off the mark (0 to 
62mph in 7.4 seconds) but all that 
low speed pulling power makes it 
feel effortless, relaxed and quiet. 
This model also has Vauxhall’s first 
eight-speed automatic transmission 
and combined with the torque its 
performance is refined - you’re 
hardly every aware of engine noise, 
let alone the fact it’s an oil-burner. 

The official fuel consumption 
figure is just under 40mpg, while 
I averaged 34-35mpg on a mix of 
motorway and city centre driving. 
The C02 rating is 187g/km and an 
AdBlue system is fitted to reduce 
NoX emissions. 

This refined performance fits 
nicely with the upmarket interior 
you’d expect of a range’s flagship 
model, with its big, comfortable 
leather-faced sports seats for driver 
and passenger, Bose premium 
sound system, heated and cooled 
front seats, heated rear seats, 
and up to the minute connectivity 
systems, including Vauxhalls OnStar 
assistance system. 

There’s also a leather-clad sports 
steering wheel with remote controls 


for the cruise control, phone and 
audio systems (as well as the 
steering wheel heater) and a unusual 
system on a smoothie like the GSi 
is the configurable head-up display. 
Having the current speed limit and 
the car’s speed display right in front 
of your eyes could be a licence 
saver. 

The dash’s centre is, of course, 
dominated by Vauxhall’s top-of-the 
range eight-inch colour touch screen 
controlling the navigation, audio, 
vehicle settings and a variety of other 
functions. 

The GSi also comes with LED 
headlamps, silver-effect roof rails 
in the case of the Sport Tourer, 
multiple airbags, a comprehensive 
trip computer and a range of safety 
and driver assistance systems from 
forward collision warning, lane 
departure alert and tyre pressure 
monitoring to multiple airbags, hill 
start assist, parking sensors and an 
electronic stability programme. 

The all-wheel drive sports 
saloon (or tourer) is something 
of a niche market which is still to 
some extent dominated by quicker 
(and significantly more expensive) 
premium brands. 

But Vauxhall’s new boy has virtues 
all of its own, principally space, price 
and exemplary all-weather handling, 
which make it a serious competitor 
in this class and likely to put in an 
appearance in executive car parks 
up and down the country. 

Its petrol stablemate also has a 
2.0 litre turbocharged engine with 
260PS of power and a slightly lower 
list price, but it loses out to the 
diesel in terms of performance and 
economy.
